The action taken in the lasl 
two weeks by the Council, in 
my opinion, has not been in 
the best interest of the taxpay­ 
er. I believe many of the re­ 
marks made by the council- 
men were uncalled-for ami had 
no foundation. To me this in­ 
dicates they have been badly 
informed as to existing condi­ 
tions of your own city.

1 am sure it is not the fault 
of Mr. Stevens, the city man­ 
ager, as he has repeatedly urged 
an adjustment of wages and 
correction of manpower short­ 
ages. Ali he has a«ked for is 
proper services and protection 
for the taxpayer.

A prime example of the city's 
manpower situation is Fire Sta­ 
tion No. 4 at the corner of Calle 
Mayor and Highway 101. This 
station is just a few doors from 
my house so I am well aware 
of how it operates. This build­ 
ing, which was designed to 
hou.sr» one fire engine and one 
fire truck, has only one engine, 
one captain, one engineer and 
one fireman. These three men 
are responsible for furnishing 
fire protection for "20,000 peo- 
plr"."

In cities where the council- 
men have been realistic and 
given the taxpayer proper fire 
protection, even though it has 
meant, higher taxes, this same 
station would be manned by 
fiye men for the engine and 
seven more for the truck. This 
manpower shortage exists all 
over the city. You ran't put out 
fires and save lives unless you 
have the necessary personnel.

I wonder how manv tax dol­ 
lars it takes to pay for a life?

This manpower shortage ex­

ists in the police department 
and many other city depart­ 
ments. The number of burglar­ 
ies* in this area is on the in­ 
crease. This is certainly no 
fault of the police when they 
are not given the personnel nor 
the cars to protect the area.

I believe that Torrance fire­ 
men, police officers and other 
city employes should be paid a 
wage at least equal to the that 
of Los Angeles city and county 
employes of the same classifi­ 
cation. I also believe that the 
"Longevity Compensation" plan 
that the firemen and police 
have requested should be grant­ 
ed.

I am more than willing to 
pay the increase in .taxes tha 
would be necessary to furnisl 
proper protection and services 
tor my family and our city.

To the Editor:
After reading today's loca 

paper, I was thoroughly disap­ 
pointed to find that the fire- 
men and police were grantee 
only a 5 per cent raise instead 
of the 10 per cent raise they 
requested. It «eems their re­ 
quest of longevity wasn't even 
considered.

This 5 per cent raise the city 
has granted still leaves the pa 
trolman and the firemen $30 a 
month underpaid compared to 
Los Angeles city and county 
furthermore, as they go up in 
rank, the margin of pay is even 
greater.

These facts mean that our 
(Torrance) police and firemen's 
services are not valued as high 
in the city of Torrance as they 
are in Los Angeles and Los An
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geles County, even though they 
run the same risk of being shot 
and burned. Our cost of living 
is the same as in these areas, 
isn't it7

W'hy can't the city of Tor­ 
rance Judge the value of their 
employes in the same manner 
as Los Angeles city and county 
do ? liy using a comparison of. 
jobs with industries.

Our city employes certainly 
deserve to be highest paid in 
the state. There is no other city 
with population of 100,000 that 
is as badly undermanned as 
our city. I believe that lack of 
money is a very poor excuse 
for not paying the firemen and 
police top wages. If taxes must 
be raised to pay these men top 
wages, it is our job to raise 
them. I am sure no taxpayer 
expects a fireman or policeman 
to risk his life and be under­ 
paid, too.   But this has been 
the case for many years here 
in Torrance.

Perhaps some tragedies read of 
in our Torrance papers can be 
nullified if there could be more 
available policemen and fire­ 
men when the split-second calls 
for professional readiness.

Bless them these men who 
are upholding our standards of 
living by devotion and at the 
same time supporting a family 
on low income while cost of 
living rises higher and higher.
